Rice unveils 
alternative for 
violent school 


offenders 


NEWARK—“The 3 R’shas now become the 
4R’s: ‘readin’, ‘ritin’, `rithmetic and RISK,” 
according to N.J. State Senator Ronald L. 
Rice (D-28th), referring to the growing oc- 
currence of violence in schools. According to 
a 1994 N.J. Dept. of Education Violence and 
Vandalism Prevention Task Force Report, 
nearly three million crimes occur on or near 
school property each year, while 135,000 
guns are brought into schools everyday. To 
help combat this problem, the Senator has 
developed legislation which would “provide 
alternative educational environments for stu- 
dents who commit violent acts ‘on school 
grounds.” 

Rice, also a Newark Councilman (West 
Ward), says that violence in schools has 
gotten to be “pervasive and out of hand. 
Therefore, “ he states” it has a direct and 
negative effect on the learning process in all 
school settings...from urban public to the 
most exclusive surburban private school.” 

The Senator’s legislative proposal calls 
for creating a “specific school in each school 
district to house and educate violent offend- 
ers.” The proposed setting may be a separate 
area within an existing school (utilizing ex- 
isting staff members who receive special 
training) or a totally separate school setting 
with new personnel. Rice says “those of this 
is two-fold: it takes the disruptive and poten- 
tially dangerous students away, allowing the 
other students to learn in a non-disruptive 
environment and secondly it provides coun- 
seling, mentoring and redirection of mindset 
for the violent student while motivating them 
academically.”

Politicians discount the char- 
acter implications in “service” 
that could be used to the good. 

I am neither against prisons 
nor the imprisonment of crimi- 
nals. But I believe in telling the 
truth, as far as I can see it; and I 
believe in thinking deeply, not 
superficially, about things worth 
thinking deeply about. 

The truth is: Prison wastes time. 
It wastes lives—often hastening the 
deterioration begun long before the 
onset of criminal activity.and prison. 
‘The truth is: There is no such thing as 
“serving time.” Time serves the per- 
son. No one “serves” time. Time is 
the gift that needs not a servant, but a 
master. Mastery is what is needed by 
individual and society. 

Mastery of something masters 
time and masters the self through 
discipline that is required to continue 
building mastery. Mastery of a skill 
or art or inclination turned to con- 
structive effort (true service) is acon- 
cept of time that has the greatest 
potential for curing or preventing 
crime. 

We must teach the children to 
value time as a precious gift—second 
only to life. Teach them to take pos- 
session of their parcel of time through 
mastery and, out of time given 
freely of God and the Universe, to 
give in service of their own choos- 
ing. We must teach the children 
to focus, throughout their lives, 
on constructive good, a high call- 
ing. Internalizing these lessons, their 
time becomes the cure for America’s 
crime.

American institutions, including 
schools, businesses and government 
institutions, do not place enough 
emphasis on proper thinking skills. 
There is an over-abundance of peopl 
telling you what tothink, but relative- 
ly few addressing the essential issue 
of how to think. How do we arrive at 
solutions to problems in the quickest 
and most efficient manner? Or bet 
yet, how do we conduct our lives! 
order to prevent most problems from 
arising in the first place? 


This is indeed 


area 


of discussion. But there are certain 
basic rules which, if followed, will 
enable any reasonably intelligent per- 
son to quickly solve problems and 
achieve both more success and happi- 
ness in life. 

1 - All of life is dialectical. This 
word is not frequently used in Amer- 
ica, but essentially it means that ev- 
erything which exists is the result of 
at least two factors which are in some 
way opposites. Nothing is caused by 
just one thing. In this regard, every 
problem has both a mother and a 
father— two primary factors which 


brought it i . The ancient 
Chinese referred to-this as the ying 
and the yang of life. Regardless of the 


ever attempting to solve a problem 
you must first identify “the two pri- 
mary factors” responsible for the ex- 
istence of the problem. 

2 - Addition and subtraction are 
the primary methods of change. 
Whenever confronted witha problem 
you are essentially faced with a ques- 
tion of how to change a phenomenon 
or situation from what it is to what 
you want it to be. In other words, you 
are trying to figure out how best to

bring about change. The methodolog- 
ical answer is simple: Change is 
brought about by either addition or 
subtraction. Thus, when faced with a 
problem you must either add some 
thing to it or subtract something from 
it to bring about change. In terms of 
general method, this is always the 
question you must ask when trying to 
solve a problem: What is it that must 
be either added or subtracted from 
this situation in order to change it? 
For example, in the case of losing 
weight, the solution is a combination 
of reducing (subtracting) food con- 
sumption on one hand and increasing 
(adding) exercise on the other hand 
This is a good example because in 
virtually all instances, problem-solv- 
ing involves both adding and subtract- 
ing. 

3-Employ the law of contradiction 
by attacking with the opposite. Once 
you know that you must either add or 
subtract to change a situation or solve 
a problem, the next question becomes 
what do you add and/or subtract? The 
answer is attack with the opposite. 
We all know this to be true in a 
situation of not having enough mon- 
ey tomake ends meet. We intuitively 
understand that if the central problem 
is lack of money, then we need to add 
money in order to better the situation. 
But the rule of attacking-with-the-op- 
posite applies in virtually all situations. 
However, most people fail to realize 
this. For example, one reason there is 
so much violence in the world is that 
most people think it best to respond to 
the problem of social violence with 
government violence disguised as “get 
tough” laws. Now, there is a role for 
responding in kind, but responding 
in kind can never be the primary 
thing you do when trying to solve a 
problem.

Don't Hurt ‘Em that rocketed his 
career into the stratosphere. U Can't 
Touch This became the signature 
single of the year, and both single 
and album perched atop the charts 
for months. while Hammer criss- 
crossed the globe.

Along with the NAACP and the 
NOI, Farrakhan said Congressman 
Kweisi Mfume and some members of 
the CBC would participate in the 
summit as well as Joe Lowery of the 
SCLC. 

The focus of the summit, 
Farrakhan said, would be to settle 
differences between Black leadership, 
and most important, to look at the 
overall condition of our community 
and the crisis we face. “and what we

“Each quote is documented and 
footnoted so that any person that reads 
the quote can go to the exact page and 
book where it is quoted from and read 
the entire context of each quote.” 

He stressed that the quotes are

the Jewish people and I told them if 
the book were false I would denounce 
it because I want nothing of falsehood 
attached to my name.” 

He continued, “I said I would 
denounce the book tomorrow morn- 
ing if you all would denounce every 
scholar that we quoted as a liar. And 
since they have not done that, I would 
not denounce the book.” 

Farrakhan said one purpose of 
the book is to justify reparations be- 
ing paid to Black Americans for sla- 
very and segregation. Farrakhan says 
the book serves in showing Jewish 
involvement in the slave trade and to
